ith the publication of the Old Testament, by the 
American Bible Society, the entire Bible is now available 
in Luvale. This language is spoken in Northern Rhodesia, 
Belgian Congo and Angola, Africa. 

Complete New Testaments were published, for the first 
time, in six languages: Bari spoken in the Sudan; Asho 
Southern Chin (Burma); Conob in Guatemala; Gbari: 
Matai (Nigeria); Hula one of the languages spoken in 
Papua, and Kim (French Equatorial Africa). 

The American Bible Society added five new languages 
last year to the list in which it had published the 
Scriptures, three of which are spoken in Mexico: 
Chinantec, Chontal of Oaxaca, and Otomi of Mezquital. 
For people in the Philippines, the Society published the 
Gospel of Mark in Tiruray and also the Gospel of Mark 
in Tzutujil for a tribe in Guatemala. Other Bible Societies 
published Scriptures for the first time in Kapauku (New 
Guinea), Pila (Dahomey, West Africa) and Nyemba, 
spoken in Angola. 

There are some 80 languages in which short passages 
or collections of passages have been published, but in 
which no complete book of the Bible has appeared.

FIRST NEW TESTAMENT IN 
PORTUGUESE BRAILLE 


‘THE AMERICAN Bible Society has announced 
the publication, for the first time, of the New Testament 
in Portuguese Braille. The entire New Testament in 
seven large volumes is just off the press. 

A number of copies are already on the way to Brazil, 
according to Miss S. Ruth Barrett, the Society’s Secretary 
for Work for the Blind. They will be welcomed there 
by the Portuguese-speaking Blind, Miss Barrett said. 

The Society has also recorded a small volume of 
Scripture passages from both the Old and the New 
Testament on five Talking Book records in Portuguese 
for blind persons unable to read with their finger tips. 

Embossed Scriptures have been sent to the blind around 
the world in forty-one languages. The American Bible 
Society recently completed 120 years of service to the 


blind.

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When Lite 
Seems Backward 


F YOU WERE TO CAST your boat afloat in the 
g headwaters of the Missouri River, far in the moun- 

tains of Montana, and flow with the stream to 
its end, you would eventually flow into the Gulf of 
Mexico. There would be many times when you would 
seriously doubt that the river would take you so far 
south, for sometimes you would be headed north or east 
or west. As you drifted north toward Canada you would 
despair of ever reaching the Gulf of Mexico. When you 
flowed mile after mile straight west you might reason- 
ably doubt the accuracy of one who told you the river 
would lead to the Gulf. 

As you turned directly into the rising sun in the East, 
to follow the river across the state of Missouri, you 
would feel sure, after hundreds of eastward miles, that 
you would never reach your desired destination. Your 
doubts would increase as you turned farther away to 
follow the northeastern sweep of the river. Then—quite 
suddenly—you would flow into the conflux of the 
Missouri and the mighty Mississippi and turn abruptly 
southward. From then on you would know certainly that 
you were headed for the Gulf and would eventually 
reach your goal. 


All the time you were headed south—even when for 
the moment you were going north or east or west. They 
were only necessary turns you had to accept if you 
wanted to reach your goal. I once lived on the Missouri 
River at a place where it flowed directly westward. If 

did not know better, and never saw more of the river 
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than that one stretch, it would be difficult to convince 
me that it actually led to the south. By seeing only 
one short stretch of the river I would have made the 
false conclusion that it led to the Pacific Ocean; it is 
only by following the stream, either actually or by tracing 
its course on a map, that you can believe it leads to 
the Gulf. 

This helps us to understand the course of a Christian 
life. How can.we accurately judge the outcome of it 
if we do not follow it to the end? By looking at only 
one portion of it, we may decide that it is hard or 
difficult. Do you not see that there are necessary reverses 
and disappointments for you if you are to reach your 
goal? 

Often the grace of God seemingly will lead you exactly 
opposite to your desired goal. God’s love for you will 
often cause Him to answer your prayer contrary to the 
way you desire. The result may be that you will despair 
and fret because all goes wrong in your life. Do not 
do it! Life will not be all wrong—it will be all right. 

How glorious it will be when we come to the end of 
a triumphant life and realize that the adverse turns and 
discouraging circumstances we hated so much along the 
way were only a part of the divine channel that led 
to our goal. To avoid these seemingly backward turns is 
to miss the goal of life. To follow them is ultimately 
to reach our victor’s crown. How abased we will be at 
the end of life, if we abandon our Christian course during 
some period of disappointment only to find that what 
discouraged us was only a delay or reversal necessary 
to lead us to our heavenly goal. 

Above all, we must remember Paul’s assurance that 
“all things work together for good to them that love 
God, to them who are the called according to his pur- 
pose,” Romans 8:28. ; 

To become discouraged by a few contrary circum- 
stances, or by a period when things go exactly opposite 
to the way we want them to, is as erroneous as for a 
person to refuse to believe that the Missouri River is 
headed for the Gulf of Mexico even when it flows north 
toward Canada, west toward the Pacific, or east toward 
the Atlantic. When we get to heaven we’ll see that we 
were on the way there all the time—and the way was the 
will of God!

Alabama is operating on a quota system for missions ti 
and orphanage offerings this year. Yet many of our a 
pastors are reporting far more pledged for missions than b 
the amount set as a quota. I pray the Lord will help h 
us to enlarge our vision until we may see more clearly 
the “fields white unto harvest” and be able to hear the 
Macedonian cry in a greater measure—both at home and 
abroad. We are hoping to be able to go into new towns 
and cities and new sections of towns and cities, where 
we already have churches, to hold revivals and organize 
new churches. Where possible, we are purchasing a lot 
in these new fields and will be able to erect a tent on 
our own property. 

Plans are well under way for the greatest youth camp 
in the history of the state to be conducted during the 
month of June. And, too, we are preparing now for anoth- 
er great camp meeting and convention which will con- 
vene July 2-8. Our cafeteria was far too small to accom- 
modate the people last year; however,we are doubling the 
seating capacity. We are also blacktopping the drives 
near the tabernacle and grading and blacktopping a large 
parking area.

work of the Church of God in the state of Florida, 

the Sunshine State. My family and I are very happy 
in our work in Florida. When we came to this state, 
we found a wonderful group of ministers who are gen- 
uinely loyal to the Church and very enthusiastic about 
their work as well as very cooperative with the State 
Overseer in carrying out the state program. This is also 
true of the members. The members of the Church of 
God in Florida are. wonderful, enthusiastic, and coopera- 
tive in each and every detail, and I appreciate them so 
very much. 


We have 197 pastors in Florida, who pastor 200 Lake Worth, Florida 
churches which have 11,404 members that pay close to 
$60,000 in tithes each month. We have 202 Sunday Schools 
which average close to 15,000 in attendance each week 
and have Sunday School offerings averaging $3,500 each 
week. We have 196 Y.P.E.’s which average 8,500 each week 
in attendance and $1,300 in offerings. We have had a 
net gain of over 400 members since our camp meeting 
last June. Since the Assembly we have organized six 
new churches and we had 384 ministers who reported 
for January. 

In January, 1955, the members of the Church of God 
in Florida paid $60,590.70 in tithes. In January, 1956, 
these members paid $67,775.80 in tithes—a gain of over 
$7,000. Our Missions offerings increased $4,000 last year 
and our Orphanage offerings increased $2,300. Improve- 
ments on our campground have totaled $10,000 or more. 
We have built 15 new churches, and quite a number of 
parsonages. Several parsonages, churches and educa- 
tional plants are under construction at present. We have 
a number of good revivals now in progress and God is 
blessing throughout the state of Florida. For this we are 
happy, indeed, and we give Him all the praise. 

The state of Florida is leading in Evangel subscriptions, 
having broken all records with 10,000 subscriptions coming 
to this state at one time last year—a record for all 
states for all time. We are happy to report that Brother 
Boatman, our State Sunday School and Youth Director, 
is doing a wonderful job with the Sunday School and 
Youth. The Church of God work in the state is blooming 
in keeping with the blooms of Florida, the Sunshine 
State. 

We are very happy indeed in our work in this state. 
God is blessing. We covet the prayers of all Christian 
people everywhere that God will continue to bless and 
help us that we may have, by far, the greatest camp 
meeting this year that we have ever experienced. We 
are happy to say that the camp meeting last year was 
a wonderful camp meeting; many were saved, sancti-

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Revival Whoves On 
in Georgia

God in Georgia since the 1954 General Assem- 
bly: 

Revival, progress and expansion have always character- 
ized the Church of God since its formative years. We 
are so accustomed to these things that I am sure we 
sometimes fail to realize just how blessed we are to 
be a part of a great holiness movement that surges forth 
for God. It is only when we stop and begin to compare 
our present strength with that of former years that we 
become so conscious of the phenomenal growth that God 
has given us. 

We realize that it is the spiritual growth and personal 
consecration of our ministers and laity that make the 
very life of our Church. Our motto in Georgia is, 
“the revival must go on.” We have emphasized revival in 
ministers’ meetings, prayer conferences, camp meetings 
and at every other opportune time. The spirit of our 
churches is to either be in a revival or to be preparing 
for one. God has given some wonderful outpourings of 
His Spirit in our churches. Multitudes of souls have been 
saved, sanctified, and baptized with the Holy Ghost. We 
have had a net gain of 2,278 in membership during this 
period, making a total membership of 14,766. 


New Churches-We have been especially blessed here in 
Georgia with a number of new churches. We have or- 
ganized forty to date and have several active missions 
that we hope to organize in the near future. Many of 
these churches were started in towns and communities 
that had no full-gospel church. Others have been started 
in large cities where we needed more churches. We now 
have 262 churches with 258 pastors. 


Some of these congregations are already supporting a 
full-time pastor. Most of them have attractive church 
buildings, and a few have been able to build parsonages. 

New Buildings-Over one and one-half million dollars 
have been spent by Georgia churches on buildings since 
September of 1952. Over a million of this amount was 
spent on new church buildings. Sanctuaries with a value 
range of from $40,000 to $125,000 have been built at 
Thomasville, Augusta, Fitzgerald, Dalton, Savannah, Ha- 
zlehurst, Atlanta, East Point, Avondale Estates, Jesup 
and Tifton. Scores of smaller or less expensive churches 
have been erected. We have spent $148,411.19 on improve- 
ments to church buildings. We have spent $268,000.50 for 
new parsonages and $39,571.02 on improving existing par-

Our members in South Carolina have a vision for the 
great cause of missions. Last year our total missions 
offering in the state was $40,200.34. We are expecting 
a nice increase in the missions offering this year. Tre- 
mont Avenue Church, in Greenville, where Brother James 
L. Slay is pastor, has taken the entire field of Angola, 
Africa, to support. We are indeed grateful that this fine 
church has taken over this worthy project. 

We now have our Home for Children in operation 

ear Gaffney. We have nine children in the Home at 
this time and several applications out which will be con- 
sidered in a few days. We have 125 acres of land, a 16- 

om dormitory, a 7-room house, a 4-room house, a saw- 

ill and 3 barns. Also. we now have 19 cows and 9 
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calves. Much improvement has been made since the open- 
ing of the Home. We have a new well, 206 feet deep, 
with a pump that pumps 17 gallons a minute. It will 
pump 27 pounds back in 45 seconds. Two miles of fence 
have been erected along the line of the Home’s property. 
There is no doubt that other dormitories will have to 
be constructed in the near future. 

As the Spring months open we are expecting greater 
revivals and we are anticipating greater achievements 
in every department of the Church in South Carolina. 
Though South Carolina ranks fourth in membership, we 
rank third in tithes paid and third in total amount of 
monies sent to Headquarters.

ing Worker Kitchens, recreational facilities, parking areas 
and so forth. 


We praise God for these good material gains. We are 
aware of the fact that much of this has been accom- 
plished at a great sacrifice. These buildings and im- 
provements stand as a memorial to the faithfulness and 
generosity of our people. 


Financial Gains-It is often said that when a church 
grows spiritually it will grow financially. I am confident 
that this is true. We feel that our greatest accomplish- 
ments in the financial field have been in the missions 
department. Georgia has led the nation in giving for 
missions for the past three years. Last year alone our 
people gave more than $59,000 for this great cause. Too, 
we have had a fifty per cent increase in tithes paid by 
the local churches. Our orphanage receipts continue to 
be outstanding. 


Improvement to Campground Property-We are proud to 
say that Georgia has one of the most beautiful camp 
sites in the nation and is one of the best equipped. It 
is my opinion that the state camp meetings and other 
state meetings are the greatest cementing and inspiring 
forces in our Church today. Therefore, provisions and 
facilities for our camp meetings and so forth, are of 
the utmost importance. We will not go into detail here, 
for Jack of space, but will give the major accomplish- 
ments. We have installed a sewer plant that is adequate 
for a small city. An additional 16-room dormitory has 
been erected; spacious rest-rooms have been built; the 
tabernacle has been enlarged to accommodate one-third 
more people. I believe it is now the largest tabernacle in 
our movement. Quarters in our administration building 
have been converted into a beautiful cafeteria. The office 
facilities have been enlarged, redecorated and refurnished. 
There has been extensive landscaping of the grounds as 
well as provisions made for parking. Recreational areas 
have been provided for youth camps. Too, an addition 
has been built to the state parsonage. 


We are able to enumerate these many fine accomplish- 
ments only because of the wonderful spirit of cooperation 
that has prevailed among us. Our God has honored this 
and has seen fit to bless our efforts. To Him be glory, 
honor and praise..

ALL THESE MATTERS must necessarily be 
determined by individual persuasion and conscience. 
Many people feel that they must pay tithes on gifts but 
some feel otherwise. Naturally, the Scriptures do not al- 
ways give answers on technicalities such as these. Per- 
haps you should be guided by the type and size of the 
gift. If it is simply a sentimental or thoughtful token, 
then I do not think it is necessary for it to be tithed; 
but if it is of a nature that it makes a substantial in- 
crease to your income or property, then perhaps you 
should consider paying tithes on its value. Concerning 
your farm expenses, you will find that most farmers pay 
their tithes on their actual profits. I think this is both 
scriptural and practical. 


QUESTION: Does a person go to heaven or hell the 
moment he dies?—A. L. Brown, Middletown, Ohio. 


LUKE 16:22, 23 indicates very strongly that 
this is so. A person’s soul or spirit evidently immediately 
goes either to Abraham’s bosom (a scriptural term for 
a place of rest for souls until the resurrection) or 
hell.

E LEFT the beautiful city of 

Miami, Florida, on a Pan 

American Clipper for San 
Juan, Puerto Rico, January 16, at 4:00 
p.m. We arrived at the ultramodern, 
recently completed airport and ter- 
minal in San Juan at 7:45 p.m. on 
the same day. 

We were met at the airport by 
Brother Antonio Collazo, Overseer of 
Puerto Rico, and Brother William Al- 
ton, Overseer of Dominican Republic. 
They escorted us to our rooms in the 
Y.M.C.A. After a good night’s rest we 
saw many of the beautiful sights of 
San Juan. We were escorted over the 
picturesque city of about five hundred 
thousand in population by the youth 
director. 

At about 3:30 pm. January 17, 
several cars filled with Church of God 
people formed a caravan and started 
for the convention in Ponce, a dis- 
tance of some seventy-five miles over 
mountainous, yet beautiful, country. 
We were made to realize that we were 
in the scenic tropical island of which 
we had read and heard so much. 

When we arrived at our church in 
Ponce, the service was in progress. Our 
hearts were thrilled at the sound of 
the beautiful singing that was ren- 
dered under the inspiration of the 
Spirit of God. Even though we could 
not understand the words of the songs, 
we recognized the melodies, as we had 
sung the same songs many times here 
in the homeland. 

We were privileged to be in the con- 
vention in Ponce from Tuesday night 
until Saturday afternoon. We greatly 
appreciate the fine work that is being 
done in Puerto Rico under the able 
leadership of Brother Tony Collazo. 
He was the interpreter for each of 
us Americans that spoke in the con- 
vention.

‘From Ponce, we returned to San 
Juan by automobile where we boarded 
a Pan American Clipper for Cuidad 
Trujillo, in the Dominican Republic, 
to visit with our Brother Bill Alton 
and to be in services there. We were 
honored to speak to a capacity au- 
dience of some of the most friendly 
people I ever have met, in the Sunday 
evening service at our fine Headquar- 
ters Church in Cuidad Trujillo. The 
Lord honored us with His great pres- 
ence and the altar filled with earnest- 
hearted seekers. We are indeed grate- 
ful for those who received definite 
experiences from the Lord in that ser- 
vice. Brother Alton is doing a splendid 
work in Dominican Republic. His ac- 
complishments there speak for them- 
selves. 

From Dominican Republic, we trav- 
eled to Port-au-Prince, Haiti. We were 
there for the entire convention, Jan- 
uary 23-27. We were greeted at the 
airport in Port-au-Prince by the fine 
overseer, Brother Wayne Heil and 
Brother Lacombe, Pastor of the Head- 
quarters Church there. From the air- 
port, Brother Heil drove us to some 
of the places that we had long heard 
of and had seen in the Missions film, 
“Hands Across the Carribean.” Per- 
haps, the scene that shall stay in my 
memory longer than any other is the 
open market where we saw people by 
the hundreds living in utter depths 
of poverty. One can hardly imagine 
people surviving in such filth. 

Brother Heil certainly has done a 
great work in Haiti and his accom- 
plishments for the Church have been 
many. He has constructed the new 
home for the overseer, a new home 
for the educational director and a 
new home for the secretary. Also, he 
has built a new Bible School building 
with a chapel and dormitory. This is 


property that we can well be proud 
of. We were privileged to be in the 
Haiti Convention from Monday night 
through Friday night. It was a real 
pleasure for me to be chosen as the 
night speaker in this convention.
